The Information of George Cooliſbey of the City 


of Briſtol Ironmonger, taken the 22¹ Day 
of Fanwary, 1654. 


Ho inſormeth on his Oath, That in the Moneth 
of September laſt, this Informant had ſome 
Diſcourſe in Briſtal with one Mr Coppinger, an 

Iriſh-man, formerly a School-fellow of his, that came 
C3 thither 


rhirher purpolely for his paſſage into Nana, who told this 
Informant, thar he had lived in Reme and Traly eight or 
nine years, and had taken upon him the Order of a Friar 
of the Frauci ſcas Company; And he told this Informant, 
that he had been lately at Loxdox for ſome Moneths, and 
whileſt he was there, he had been at all the Churches and 
Meetings, Publique and Privatethat he could hear of, and 
that none came ſo near him as the Quakers: And being at 
a Meeting of the Quakers, he there met with two of his 
Acquaintancein Rome the which two perſons were ofthe 
ſams Franciſcun Order and Company) that were now be- 
come chief Speakers among the Quakers, and he hinifelf 
had ſpoken among the Quakers in London about thirty 
times, and was well approved of amongſt them. Andthis 
Infomanvfucther ſaith, that the ſaid Mr Coppinger asked 
him, What kinde of Opinions in Religion there were in 
Briſtol? And this Informant told him, I here were ſeveral} 
Opinions and judgements, andnot naming any Opinions 
of the Quakers, the ſaid M* Capprnger asked him, whether 
there had been any Quakers in Briſtol? Andthe ſaid In- 
formant anſwered him, No; Whereupon the ſaid M. Cop- 
piuger told him the ſaid Informant two or three tim. 
chat if he did love his Religion and his ſoul, he ſhould nos 
hear thom, whereupon — aa mant * that he 
thought none of them would come toBriſtol, who expreſ- 
hed cher Ifthis Informant would give him giv he 
would make it 500'*, if ſome Quakers did not come to 
Briſtol within three weeks or 2 moneth then following. 
And on the morrow following the (aid Coppigger depart. 
ed from this City for Ireland his native place, and iH 
eighteen daies after, there came tothis City two Pexſous 


that bare the name of Quakers.

nable Deceivers and Deceived, One is the Pope and his Cler- 
£y, and who more erroneous e The other is your ſelves, even

The Pope venteth abundance of falſhoods 
in Doctrine, and corruptions in Diſcipline and Worſhip, and 
with all theſe etrours in his hands, proteſtetti Ad is infathible, The
